crime he ſtands chargeable with. As if one ſhould 
be accuſed of theft or murder, and being arraigned 


at the bar of public juſtice, the indictment appears 
not to be valid, and the charge is not proved 
againſt him, he is then juſtified ind acquitted from 
the guilt of ſuch a crime, and delivered from the 


penal the Law would otherwiſe (being found 


guilty) have inflicted upon him. 
2. And there are two ways by which a man 
5 may be ſaid to be juſtified from the charge of ſome 
crime brought againſt him; the one when his own 


innoceney appears in his favour, as above, ſo that 


no juſt charge of offence lies againſt him; the 


| Other, when being found guilty, or reſponſible, as 


in the caſe of Debt, yet another able and willing 
_ Undertakes the diſcharge of ſuch debt, and here- 
by procures for him a legal acquittal. 
3. Now the crime that we as men are accuſed 
of, and ſtand chargeable with, is Sin; that is, a 


tranſgreſſion of the law of Go, far ſin is by the 


apoſtle John, defined to be “ a tranſgreſſion of the 


law ();“ and the fins we ſtand chargeable with 


before Gov, are either ſuch as are directly againſt 
Gop, and offend againſt the commandments of the 


firſt table; or ſuch as are againſt men, and fins 
againſt Gov indirectly, as offending againſt the 


cnn of the ſecond table. 1 


I. Theſe things premiſed, I proceed to inſiſt 


upon the neceſſity of being juſtified. from the 


charge of fin brought againſt thee, O man, as a 


child of Adam, and the offspring of that thy ſin- 


ning parent.

why is it naked, and deſtitute of that glory and beau- 
ty which once rendered the common parent of us 
all ſo amiable in the eyes of his great Creator? 
why that enmity in thy heart againſt the Gop that 
made thee, and who is in himſelf the perfection of 
beauty; and why that unwillingneſs to ſubmit to 
a law which in itſelf is holy, and all whoſe pre- 
cepts are juſt and equitable? whence does it be- 


come ſo abſolutely neceſſary that you “ muſt be 


born again,” in order to enter into, or even 


< to ſee the kingdom of Gop i); and of becom- 


ing a new creature in CuzisT IEsus? Why is thy 
body afflicted with, and ſubjected to innumerable 


difeaſes, which faſten on thy vitals, before thine 


eyes ſee the cheering light of life, continue to af- 


flict thee through a ſhort, and painful exiſtence, 


and at length ſhut thee . in the ier arms of re- 


lentleſs death? 


2. Theſe, all theſe and more are the penal a 


fects of that ſin thou ſtandeſt chargeable with, in 


common with all who have ſprung from the loins 
of ſinning Adam. By one man fin entered into 
« the world, and death by ſin, and ſo. death paſs- 


« ed upon all, for that all have ſinned (&) ;” and 
the Judge of all the earth will certainly do 


right (1).” <4 By the offence of One, judgment 


* came upon all men to condemnation (m); 
Adam is that one, the federal head of all his poſ- 


tzrity whence our guiltineſs by him; and the na- 


tural head of all his offspring, whence i 1s our ee 


lution and defilement.

Which thou haſt not ſinned. I do not affirm that 
every moment of thy life has been filled up with 
the commiſſion» of ſome notorious and. flagrant 
crime; but none of thy works have been wrought 
in faith, and “ whatſoever is not of faith is ſin (o); 
for without faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe

Without all this, Thy 
righteouſneſſes are but as filthy rags (q).” And 
all thy boaſted goodneſs, is but as a morning 
cloud.“ The law is holy, juſt, and good, and 
requires * truth in the inward parts. Thou ſhalt +» W- 
love the Lorp thy Gop, with all thy heart, 
« ſoul, mind, and ſtrength, and thy neighbour as 
* thyſelf (7),” ſays the law of Gop; and © Curſed 
«© is he that continueth not in all things that are 
„ yritten in the book of the law to do them.?“ 
5. Now wilt. thou pretend, O man, to juſtify 
thyſelf, before Gop by this pure and perfect law ? 
Such pretenſion, or imagination, is but an argu- 
ment of the blindneſs of thy mind, and the hard- 
neſs of thy heart. Hear in ſum what the righte- 
ous and infallible Spirit ſaith concerning all the 
ſons of Adam, If any man ſay I have not finned, 
« he deceiveth himſelf, and the truth is not ii 
„ him (5);” again, All have ſinned, and come

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6. Here then make a pauſe, conſider thy wretched 
ſtate; the law pronounces thee accurſed, and the 
vindictive W of offended Majeſty is ready to be 
ſheathed in thy heart, and to pieree thy inmoſt 
ſoul.

| and afterwards promulged in the covenant Jenovan 
| made with his people Iſrael on mount Sinai; the 
= | latter was firſt inſtituted after Adam was thruſt out 
4 of the garden of Eden, and by virtue of which in- 
i} . the ſons of Adam offered ſacrifices. to Gon. 
And the obſervation of this law was more; expreſsly 
enjoined, immediately after the promulgation of, the 
former, and may not be impropely conſideted as a 
ſupplement thereto. The latter of theſe, as it had 
ſpecial reſpe& unto CarisT, and was typical of 
him, had but a temporary exiſtence; but the 
former, as it is founded on the eſſential attributes 
of Deity, and is the law by which he governs all 
intelligent beings, whether men or angels, is eternal 
in its duration, and invariable in its obligation. 
2. This law therefore is the only rule of right, 
and every deviation therefrom is ſin. To be juſti- 
fied by the law, which the ſcriptures repreſent as 
e for „by the deeds of the law ſhall no 
4 fleſh living be juſtified ():“ a man muſt pay an 
exact and unremitted obedience to all its righteous

3. The ſuffciency of ſalvation by Carsr is yet 
further manifeſt, when it is obſerved, that what 
he did and ſuffered, was intirely vicarious, that 
is, in the place and ſtead of others; not only to 
render ſalvation po ſſible for any who ſhould will 
to be ſaved, but to make ſalvation certain to all 
for whom he ſhed his blood, by renewing their 
hearts, enlightening their minds and making them 
will to be ſaved. And becoming ſurety for bis 
people, in conſequence of which it behoved him 
to die, in their place and ſtead, hence their ſalva- 
tion is inſured by Juſtice itſelf; for „Who ſhall

Mercy may move for the par- 


don of an offender, (ſuch did the mercy and ever- 


laſting love of Gop in behalf of ſinners,) but; ſtrict, 


Juſtice forbids a diſpenſation of ſuch pardon with», 
out a ſatisfaction condign, and fully adequate to 
the nature of the offence; but ſuch ſatis faction 
being made, (as is the caſe; with CnrisT's.under-.

3. It is a „ final pardon;“ that is, a pardon 
which the Lord will never *. . of, nor retract. 
As it is a pardon freely diſpenſed to the guilty and 
undeſerving, purely on the account of a price paid 
and accepted, the reaſon for perpetuating the fa- 
vour, mult ever remain the ſame. Pardon is not 
given to ſinners believing in CHRIS on condition 

of ſomething done, or to be done by them; not 
for the ſake of their repentance, however ſincere, 
nor for the ſake of their faith however ſtrong and 
evangelical; but purely and ſolely for the ſake of 
CHrIsT, and the oblation made of himſelf upon 
the croſs.

piouſly treated. Aim therefore not only at pleaſing, ' 

but inſtructing and edifying one another, provok- 
ing to love, and to good works.
